Judges Who Wear (Jowns and 
TlKir Clerks $40,000 a Year. 

It is not true, the attaches of United 
States Supreme Court say, that any of 
the Justices have had gowns made in 
Paris by Worth. They are all home 
made, and have all been made by one 
family of people for nearly forty years. 
Zach Chandler had ft very poor opinion 
of these gowns, for it is said ol him 
that he once said to Salmon P. Chase, 
■ former Chief Justice: "Salmon, when 
you have your d — d old jacket on you look 
every inch a judge. " There is no reason 
why one of these gowns should be called 
a jacket, for the skirt reaches the floor. 
The gowns are put on the justices in 
what is called the robe room, adjoining 
the court, at five minutes to 12 o'clock, 
for the judges never go upon the bench 
until high noon. Then, after the Mar- 
shal's deputy singshis song about "God 
bless the United States and the Justices 
of this court," or words to that etiVct, 
the arrival of the justices having been 
previously announced, they take their 
seats and are ready for business. 

The clerkship of the court is worth more 
than the salary of four of the Justices, 
as it is said to frequently pay over $40,- 
000 per year. The charges are simply 
terrible. It costs about a dollar for the 
clerk to look at you, and another dollar 
to get out of his si«'ht. They have a 
little talk then of keeping the decisions 
back as long as possible, often a couple 
of mouths, and in the mean time if any 
one wants a copy of the decision it costs 
$2 lor each page of one hundred words. 
Theie is no good reason why the decis- 
ions should not l>e put in type the day 
they are delivered, and furnished as the 
debates of Congress are famished, the 
day following ; but this was not the 
practice sixty years ago, and they never 
do anything about the court except in 
the time-honored but excessively slow 
way. This, all agree, would be a great 
convenience, but it would take $10,000 
a year out of the fees of the clerk, and 
of course it is not done. Several times 
bills have been prepared for introduc- 
tion in Congress ou the subject, but 
somehow nothing was heard of them 
afterward. Those who proposed them 
were convinced that it was not the cus- 
tom, and they let the matter drop. The 
Supreme Court has always held that 
every bill relating to the court must 
first be sent to them for inspection, and 
strange as it may appear, they have 
always carried this point in their respect. 

Ancient Chinese Boris). 

The Celestial Empire gives in a recent 
number an account of a Chinese burial in 
former times. A man of moans pur- 
chased his coffin when he reached the age 
of forty. He then had it painted three 
times every year with a species of varnish, 
mixed with pulverized porcelain — a com- 
position which resembled a silicate paint 
or enamel. The process by which the 
varnish was made has been lost to tho 
Chinese. Each coating of this paint 
was made of some thickness, and when 
dried had a metallic firmness resembling 
enamel. Frequent coats of this, if the 
owner lived long, caused the coffin to as- 
sume the appearance of a sarcophagus, 
with a foot or more iu thickness of this 
hard, stone-like shell. After death the 
veins and the cavities of the stomach 
were filled with quicksilver for the pur- 
pose of preserving the body. A piece 
of jade was then placed in each nostril 
and ear and in one hand, while a piece of 
bar-silver was placed in the other. The 
body thus prepared was put on a layer 
of mercury within the coffin ; the latter 
was sealed and the whole committed to 
its last resting-place. When some of 
these sarcophagi were opened alter the 
lapse of centuries the bodies were found

Flemingsburg Democrat. 
The convention which assembled in Ca- 
I lisle Monday for the purpose of instruct- 
ing the vote of Nicholas county in the 
Grayson convention was one of "the most 
boisterous, unmanageable and infamous it 
I has ever been out sad misfortune to look 
upon. 

The convention was called to order 
shortly before 2 o'clock by John P. Nor- 
vell, chairman of the Democratic Execu- 
tive Committee. Nominations for chair- 
man being in order, John A. Campbell 
was nominated by the Harbeson men and 
Judge Holiday by the Pritehard side. 
The crowd having adjourned from the 
court-house to the yard, it was decided 
that the vote be taken by stretching ropes 
and dividing the crowd. The division 
showed conclusively that the Campbell 
side was much the larger. This was ad- 
mitted by Keene Pritehard himself, but 
the chairman, whose eyes are affected, 
could not see i f . in that light, and so an- 
nounced that he was unable to decide who 
had the majority. 

After some wrangling a committee was 
then appointed to take the vote of each 
side as it passed through the gate. The 
committee was composed of Billy Wilson, 
Sam. Stone, Neal. Wagner and James 
Henry. 

The voting was begun on the Holladay 
side and it was half-past four before they 
concluded to yield the polls. The Camp- 
bell men were then given a chance to try 
their strength. Thev voted in a continu- 
ous stream until half-past five, when a row 
was raised at the tellers' desk between 
John Campbell, Jr., and a fellow named 
Wilson (wnorn we will nick-name "Tug" 
for short). During this difficulty a crowd 
gathered around the table, a hand with 
wiry ringers edged its way through the 
solid mass of humanity, the poll book dis- 
appeared, and shortly afterwards we saw 
it moving toward the court house, pulling 
behind it T. F. Hargis. Now don't under- 
stand us to say that the poll bok was 
taken by Mr. Harris— he who formerly 
lived among us as a student, whom Flem- 
ing county supported in the convention 
in his race for the Senate; whom Fleming 
county raved over in his race for Circuit 
Judge; whom Fleming county groomed 
in his race for Criminal Judge, and for 
whom she instructed her delegates over 
the head of t>n6 of her own county men; 
w hom Fleming county stood by with un- 
dying devotion in the "memorable Owings- 
ville convention which made him Chief 
Justice of the State of Kentucky— we say 
this mau was not the criminal "who com- 
mitted the theft; he simply stood bthind him 
and natttd hit back, and when the job a\u Jin- 
tihfd relieved him of his goods. 

By this strategic movement dozens of 
voters were cut off from the privilege of 
exercising their rights, and as might be 
supposed they were violent in their de- 
nunciations of the outrageous conduct. 
Mr. Hargis then, who was neither chair- 
man of the meeting nor one of the com- 
mittee of tellers, proceeds with the boys 
to the courthouse steps and declares Hol- 
laday elected by five majority. 

Ot course no set of men could assent to 
such infamous action as this, and the con- 
sequence was that two conventions were 
organized and two sets of delegates select- 
ed to represent the county at Grayson. 
John A. Campbell was selected as chair- 
mau of the Harbeson men, and with the 
two conventions side by side it was plain 
to see that Harbeson was decidely in the 
majority. The convention presided over 
by Campbell instructed for James P. Har- 
beson, with J. Smith Hurt as second 
choice. 

Thus ends a chapter in political conven- 
tions, the like of which we have never 
seen before, aud we sincerely trust we 
shall never see its counterpart. 

In chronicling in plain English the facts 
of this meeting, we expect to suffer more, 
than those Whose rascality we unveil. We

USEFUL AND SUGGESTIVE. 

— To clean a tea or coffee pot that has 
become discolored inside, put into it a 
teaspoonful of sa'cratus and fill two 
thircts full of water, and let it hoTi fcWO 
hours. Wash and rinse well before us- 
ing.— The Household. 

—Muffins: Mix together two teacup- 
fuls of buttermilk, one teacupful of thick 
cream or three even tablespoonfuls of 
melted butter; four NKI ana half a tea- 
spoonful of soda. Thicken to the con- 
sistency of warMe batter. 

— A cement for stoves: If the stove is 
cracked, a good cement is made for it 
as follows: Wood-ashes and salt in 
equal proportions reduced to a paste 
with cold water, and til ed in the cracks 
when the stove is coo!. It will soon 
harden. 

— Tomato sauce to pour over meat is 
made thus: Stew half a dozen ripe to- 
matoes with a little chopped parsley, 
salt and pepper to suit taste: Itrain it, put 
it on the stove again, an 1 when it l ogins 
to boil add a Ipoonful of flour rubbed 
smooth, with a teaspoonful of butter, 
and let it boil up once. — N. Y. Post. 

—Curing Hay: When it is impossi- 
ble to cure hay sufficiently in the Held, 
clover can be put in th • m >w bv placing 
it in al'ernate layers of clean, dry straw 
or old hay. M'-ver let clover or other 
kinds of grasses <Iry so nm h in the sun 
as to have the leaves or heads drop off 
when it is being handled or Lailea.— 

St. Louis Globe. 

— Moss on shingle roo-'g in ay be re- 
moved bv the follow. ng method: Take 
a few pails of slacked lime, according 
to the size of the roof, and throw on the 
roof just before a gentle rain or just 
after a shower. While the root is wet. 
and in a few days the moss will all 
loosen and tin* wind will blow it clean 
olF the roof, leaving the shingles clean 
and white. The moss 1 icing of a spongy 
nature holds the moisture sever.il days, 
which caus. sthe shingli I to decay, tnd 
also causes th ; roof to leak. The lime 
also acts as a preservative to th I shin- 
gles.— N. Y. Tribune. 

— Regard'ng the treatment of the 
disease termed "pink eye," of course 
the symptoms vary in different oases, 
but I will give tome general directions 
which will be loatld serviceable, The 
horse should be p'a< -ed in a well-venti- 
lated Stall, but not where he is exposed 
to auy draughts. Warmly clothe the 
body and bandage the legs loo-ely with 

flannel bandages, Feed onfar on mill 
feed with a little cut hay daring the 
sickness — no gra n or long hay. Give 
one of ths following powders on the 
tongue twice a <lav: Nitrate of potash, 
one ounce; pulverized gentian, one-half 
ounce and thirty drops of the following 
medicine in water tour tunes a day; 
Tinctore mix vomi a, four drachms; 
tincture aconite rpot, one drachm. — 
American Farmer.
